Among the models In the patent of 


fice at Washington Is that 
of 
the 


Bfgelow carpet luum, a specimen oE 
Mr. Warren's handiwork. Mr. Warren 
and another machinist named Parker 
spent eight months, about 1819, per- 
fecting the model, which covered the 
carpet 
maker's 
invention. 
Besides 


this Mr. Warren also enjoys the dis- 
tinction of 'having been employed in 
the construction of what is believed tu 
have been the first sewing machine 
built after the Howe model, 


Mr. Warren, who resides 
with his 


son, Frank A. Warren, at 227 Bruce 
street, Lawrence, was a machinist In 
.Lowell at the time. 


It was about 1847 or '48 that he se- 


cured employment In the machine shop 
on Adams street, and with a fellow 
workman named Robinson, was given 
the drawings from which to construct 
the sewing machine. 


"I can remember how the machln 


looked as if It were yesterday," says 
Mr. Warren. 


"It was a crude affair, nnd the shut- 


tles were knocked through the same as 
on a cotton loom. Instead of the nee- 
dle working up nnd down as now It 
operated back and forth. 


"A loop was formed in the 
thread, 


and the shuttle reached it .lust In time 
to catch It as now." A few machines 
had been built and were about ready 
to bo sent out when Mr. Warren wont 
to his work one morning and found the 
building nnd contents razed, flre hav- 
ing broken out during the night. 


Another 
machine 
having 
been 


placed on the market by Grover& Bak- 
er about that time stopped the work 
on the Howe machine fur a whflf^ al- 
though the man 
named 
Martin, who 


was putting the latter into the 
Held, 


had Mr. Warren make n. machine for 
him after the fire. 


"All 
that I knew about him was that 


he was from Michigan," said Mr. War 
ren. regarding his promoter. "I never 
knew where he went to." 


Mr. Warren also built a machine for 


himself during his Hjjare hours at home 
and kept It for several yearn. Subse- 
quent to Ills work on the machine Mr. 
Warren was called upon to make afll 
davits regarding its construction, suit 
having been brought In Baltimore for 
infringement of some patent relative to 
the clamp which held the cloth, as near 
as he can remember. 


What became of this suit he never 


knew. 


Mr. Warren was born In Khapleigh. 


Me., Dec. 27, 1S23. He went to Marble- 
head In 1S40, and from there to Lowell 
in 1846, remaining in 
that 
city 
23 


yearn. 
He was then located in St. 


Paul, Minn., for a time, going to Law- 
rence In 1871. where he bought out a 
clothing store. He conducted this store 
for many years, and finally turned It 
ovpr to his son. who now has it. For 
neverftl years Mr. Warren resided 1 
North Andover, returning to Lawrence 
later with his son.
